The second annual McFarland 
Round-Up took place this year 
July 6, west of Bowden at Red 
Lodge Park. A picnic dinner was 
served at one o’clock; 73 relatives 
sitting down to eat. 

This year forms the centennial 
for John Henry McFarland. He 
was born in Missouri one hundred 
years ago this year, raised in 
Kansas and set up house keeping 
in Nebraska when he married 
Mary Eliza Denton, an Oblin col¬ 
lege graduate, who came from 
Ohio to keep house for her father, 
George Denton who was teaching 
school in Nebraska. 

While the McFarlands lived in 
Elba, Nebraska three children were 
born to them: Frances (Mrs, John 
Duguid); Margaret (Mrs. Charlie 
Steiner), both deceased; and Lee 
C. McFarland of Penticton, B.C. 

Around the year 1893 Oklahoma 
state opened up the eherokee strip 
to settlers. Mr. MpFarland rode 
down on the canning gears of a 
wagon to get in the land race. He 
built his home where the town of 
Nardin later sprang up. 

While they lived there five more 
children were bom to them: Eliza¬ 
beth (Mrs. Harry Jones, Olds Al¬ 


berta) ; Miss Constance McFarland, 
and James McFarland both of Ed¬ 
monton, Pearle (Mrs. Norman 
MacLeod of Ponoka, Alberta), and 
Edwin McFarland also of Edmon¬ 
ton. 

A few years after the turn of 
the century, Mr. McFarland heard 
the call of the west, came and 
looked over the land situation, 
then in the spring of 1907 he 
brought his family to High River. 
He bought kind across the road 
from where later was built the 
Loma store and Post Office and 
the Cotton Wood Grove School. 
The town of Vulcan grew up 
around the iflace where he settled; 
his blacksmith shop being one of 
the centres of the young commun¬ 
ity. Mrs. McFarland took her place 
In the district too; many times 
arising in the night to go to the 
assistance of a neighbor woman. 
She kept herself and her family 
well informed and abreast of the 
times by the many magazines and 
the books which they read. Her 
very large library was available 
to neighbors and friends. 

The McFarlands were good gar¬ 
deners, too. Mrs. McFarland aould 
kick the dirt over the seed with 
her foot in the spring and be the 


first in the district to have green 
peas. Mr. McFarland’s long row 
of wild goose-berries and rhubarb 
was the source of many jars of 
jelly and jam in early days. They 
shared their blessings with all. 

The McFarlands retired from the 
farm in 1936, moving to Penticton, 
B.C., taking up residence near 
their son Lee. Mr. McFarland died 
Feb. 24, 1939, and Mrs. McFarland 
July 9, 1942. They are buried at 
Lake View Cemetery, Penticton, 
B.C. 

In the one hundred years since 
Mr. McFarland was bom, he had 
107 descendants; of these six died 
at birth and three have died since, 
leaving 98 still living. The attach¬ 
ments through marriage swells the 
family to 138. 

Relatives coming from a distance 
to this family reunion were John 
McFarland's nephew, John McFar¬ 
land and wife from Missoula, 
Montana with their son Donald 
and wife and two children Donna 
and Clay from Clinton, Montana; 
Mr. and Mrs. Orville Wilson, com¬ 
ing from Pattontsburg, Missouri, 
are cousins of Mr. John H. Mc¬ 
Farland; Mrs. Bert Gorman and 
Maureen came from West Bank, 
B.C.; Mr. and Mrs. Jack Huber
